How the Americans Went

HEADQUARTERS OF THE AMERICAN FORCES ON THE LOR- 


RAINE FRONT, March 10.—Barely had I reached the infantry observation 
point and glued my eye to the narrow slit giving upon No Man’s Land 
when there was a sudden sinister pause in the barrage. Our machine guns 


held sway alone during the scarcely perceptible intervals in gun firing. 
I made out our wire entanglements apparently right under my nose, but 
the German trenches were lost in the smoke and fog hanging over the 


bruised landscape. 

Only an occasional German shell 
crashed into the ground to explode 
in a muddy black cloud. Our own 
batteries had lifted their barrage 
and shoved it back on the enemy's 
second line. His batteries were be- 
ing mightily deluged, too, which was 
doubtless why his harassing fire had 
died away, The horrible hammer- 
beats of our quick-firers was the 
loudest note in the discordant jazz 
band of projectiles. I wondered 
where our infantry was. 

I clambered up the departure steps 
and slipped briskly through the wire. 


“Gosh! There they go,“ uttered the 


awed voice of a doughboy; creeping 
out beside me. The line straightene d 
out into pretty order. Off to the left 
I could see horizon blue helmets of 
the poilus keeping ,step with our 
boys. It seemed to me as I watched 
them move off into the smoke that 
their principal.thought was to avoid 
stumbling into the shell holes pitting 
the earth everywhere. Some of them 
stumbled and fell, but each arose 
and quickly continued to advance at 
a sort of jog trot pace set by the 
officers. 
Swallowed in Shell Vapor. 

As far as I could detect, no shell 
fell near them, nor was there any 
evidence of hostile machine-gun fire. 
They just got over the ground as 
quickly as possible, each man a few 
feet from his neighbor, and_in two 
minutes they were swallowed up in 
a mist of shell vapor. 

“It wasn’t half as bad as I thought 
it would be,” the chap next to me 
remarked in a disappointed tone. 

A remained a moment or so longer, 
but the fighting seemed to have 
moved off into the distance, an ef- 
fect of the lengthening of fuses by 
the gunners. I made my way back 
to the Captain's post of combat and 
waited there with him 40 feet un- 
derground. 

We sat there silently together. 
Neither of us could find anything to 
say. After what seemed many hours 
—it was only 12 minutes—a French 
officer stepped into our little cham- 
ber from the French commandant 
next door and said in matter-of-fact 
English: “They have just said New 
York to us over the telephone from 
the battalion combat post. That 
means that the objective has been 
reached.“ 

The Captain sat still

I asked him how they knew the 
assaulting columns had reached their 
destination.

Half an hour later two mud-be- 
grimed, panting privates pushed a 
pair of German prisoners down into 
the dugouts—the first of the batch 
to be brought in. They were dis- 
mounted Bavarian cavalrymen about 
30 years old and appeared entirely 
unperturbed if a bit glum. The 
French officers questioned them 
through an interpreter. 

While I may not reveal the na- 
ture of the information elicited, it 
can be said that both denied know- 
ing that there were Americans in 
that sector and that both were 
promptly called liars by the French. 
They had been nabbed in an ad- 
vanced automatic rifle post together 
with three others, who were on their 
way in. The interrogation lasted 
about an hour. Then the Captain 
was called upon by the French to 
provide a guard to take them rear- 
ward. 

“The idea is to get these guys in 
alive, you know,” the Captain ob- 
served, smilingly turning the Ger- 
mans over to an alert youngster to 
herd back to the reginiental head- 
quarters.

Colonel Tells of Attack. 

Roaming about in the darkness, I 
came upon the Colonel who had led 
the American group on the left in the 
attacks. He was clotted with mud, 
but beaming with satisfaction. Here 
is what he told me: 

“When my watch showed five we 
couldn't see a thing on account of 
the smoke from the German barrage 
—although the barrage itself had 
lifted. However, we knew it must 
be O K, so we started off. It was 
pretty tough going. My foot never 
touched earth that hadn't been 
churned up by shells, but we made 
the 300 yards between our trenches 
and the Germans in the 18 minutes, 
which was not at all bad. The French 
were splendid—tright alongside of us 
every step of the way. From the 
time we went through our wire until 
we got back we didn’t have a single 
casualty. Thank our guns for that. 
I don’t know what the Germans were 
doing, but they certainly let us 
alone; not a sheN, no machine-gun 
bullet anvwhere near us. 

„Well, we got their trenches and 
found the bird had flown. After pok- 
ing around for 20 minutes or there- 
nbouts, all we could discover were 
two wounded boches left behind in 
a shattered dugout. We were a pret- 
ty disappointed lot, but the worst of 
all was an old Sergeant. He was 
cussing away to beat the band. 
‘Colonel,’ he told me, ‘I just can't 
help it, though I am not usually a 
profane man. Look at what the ar- 
tillery done to that thefe pill box. 
Just sthashed it to bits, that’s all. 
Damn ’em, that was my pill box; why 
coudn't they leave me a pill box?’ ”’ 

“The German trenches are mag- 
nificently built, but they could not 
stand up under our bombardment. 
Even the dugouis, built with 15-inch 
thick concrete, were badly battered. 
It would take a regiment of engi- 
neers to destroy them completely. I 
was specially tickled to find that the 
salient sticking out into our posi- 
tions had been completely blotted 
out. The boche will never be able 
to use it again in this war. 

Gone 47 Minutes. 

“After 20 minutes we went back 
as uneyentfully as we had come out. 
It was just 5:52 o'clock when 1 
dropped down into our trench 
again, so we were gone altogether 
47 minutes. 

“All I need say about how our 
men went through with it is that 
they are the best American soldiers 
ever commanded, and that's say- 
ing a heap,” said the Colonel to me.

Barber Escapes, After Shooting 


Roodhouse Couple Near 
Whitehall, III. 


MANY WITNESS HIS ACT 


Slayer Stood Behind Railway 
Man and His Companion When 
He Fired; Hunted by Posse. 


Max Sawyer of Roodhouse, III., a 
railroad brakeman, 28 years old, was 
shot and killed, and Mrs. Geneva 
Clark, 27, a waitress in the Illinois 
Hotel at Roodhouse, was seriously 


wounded, by Hick Harris, a Rood- 
house barber, in view of fellow pas- 
sengers on a Chicago & Alton local 
train near Whitehall, III., 69 miles 
northeast of St. Louis, at 8 o’clock 
this morning. 

Harris leaped from the moving 
A posse in au- 
tomobiles, directed by the Sheriff of 
Greene County, was in pursuit of 
him within a short time. Jealousy 
is said to have caused the shooting. 

Mrs. Clark, who is said to have 
been divorced, has lived in Rood- 
house only a short time. having for- 
merly lived in Kansas City. While 
she worked at the hotel, both Sawyer 
and Harris were attentive to her. 
Sawyer was of a good family. Little 
was known of Harris, who had been 
in Roodhouse only a short time. 

Sawyer was off duty, and he and 
Mrs. Clark were going to St. Louis. 
The train runs from Jacksonville to 
St. Louis, being due to arrive in 
Union Station at 10:25 a. m. 

Harris got on the train at Roed- 
house, but remained in another coach 
until the train had left Whitehall. 
Then, as it was approaching a milk 
station at reduced speed, he entered 
the coach where Sawyer and Mrs. 
Clark were sitting together, and 
standing behind the two, placed a 
revolver near their heads and began 
firing. Sawyer was shot through the 
back of the head and died at once. 
The woman turned her head, and the 
bullet entered her cheek and went 
out near the opposite temple. An- 
other shot wounded her in the shoul- 
der. 

Harris ran out and jumped from 
the platform, and he was last seen 
by other passengers running through 
underbrush near the track. The 
train was backed into Whitehalll, 
and Sawyer’s body and the wound- 
ed woman were removed. Her con- 
dition is critical.

Colonel’s Son, Captain, Is In- 
jured in Leg by Shrapnel and 
Arm Is Broken.

Colonel Receives News After 
Hearing of Decoration ion for 
Gallantry in Action. 


NEW YORK, March 13 (By A. P.). 
—Capt. Archibald Roosevelt, a son of 
Col. Theodore Roosevelt, has been 
wounded in action with the American 
forces in France. A cablegram fas 
received today at the Colonel's office 
here. 

The message came from Theodore 
Roosevelt Jr., a Major with the Amer- 
ican expeditionary troops. It reads: 

“Archie wounded by shrapnel 
slightly in leg. Arm broken, but not 
badly. No danger. Ted.” 

Colonel Proud of Four Boys. 

“I am as proud of my four boys 
as I can be,“ Col. Roosevelt said, 
when informed by his secretary, Miss 
Josephine Stryker, over the tele- 
phone at his home in Oyster Bay, 
where the former’ President is re- 
cuperating from his recent illness. 
“As long as Archie was not killed, 
everything is all right.” 

Previous to the receipt of this 
message, a press dispatch had been 
published here saying that Capt. 
Roosevelt had been decorated with 
the cross of war by a French Gen- 
eral for gallantry in action. 

When ol. Roosevelt was in- 
formed of this dispatch over the 
telephone, he said: By George, I am 
immensely excited and delighted. It 
is the first news of any kind I have 
heard of Archie in a long time. We 
cabled him three weeks ago of ‘the 
arrival of a baby son, but we haven’t 
heard from him.” 

The Colonel declared Archte went 
out as a Second Lieutenant and in 
December was promoted to a cap- 
taincy by Gen. Pershing for ‘‘good 
conduct in the trenches.“ 

Archibald ig the third son of Col. 
Roosevelt, and, with Maj. Roosevelt, 
was among the first of the American 
forces to reach France. Kermit 
Roosevelt holds a commission in the 
British army and Quentin is in the 
American aviation service. 

Archie Roosevelt always has been 
active. 

In 1907 he was stricken with diph- 
theria and his life was despaited of 
for a few days. Part of the White 
House was quarantined and the 
ablest surgeons from civil life as 
well as the Surgeon-General of the 
navy and his staff attended him. Aft- 
er being ill for several weeks he 
pulled through. 

Attended Plattsburg Camp. 

He attended the Friends Select 
School in Washington and then en- 
tered Harvard. While in Harvard 
he helped to form the Harvard regi- 
ment and went to the first Plattsburg 
camp with his brother uentin. Both 
were members of H Company, Archie 
being the first Sergeant and Quentin 
a Corporal. It. made no difference 
with Archie, however, for he report- 
ed Quentin for laxjty at parade to 
his company commander the day 
before the arriva lof their father at 
the camp, and Quentin was sen- 
tenced to three days’ confinement in 
his company street, where his father 
had to go to see him when he ar- 
rived in camp. Archie was promi- 
nent in Harvard, running for foot- 
ball manager and taking part in 
other college activities, although ir 
his last year the Harvard regiment 
received most of his spare moments.

One hundred deaths resulted from 
Monday night's German air raid on 
Paris.

OBJECT OF Hl 
~ VISIT TO FRANCE 


Will Confer With Pershing and 
Inspect American, Forces and 
Transportation Lines. 


PRAISES THE FRENCH 


Country Is Very Shrine of Hero- 
ism, He Declares—Outlines 
American Efforts. 


PARIS, March 13 (By A, P.).— 
Newton D. Baker, the American Sec- 
retary of War, is making an inspec- 
tion trip from a French seaport 
along the lines of communication to 
American headquarters. 

The Secretary Monday met a num- 
ber of American, English and French 
newspaper men and gave out the fol- 
lowing statement concerning his visit 
to France: 

“Our purpose in visiting France is 
to confer with Gen. Pershing, to visit 
the American expeditionary forces 
and inspect its lines of transporta- 
tion and its storage and supply sys- 
tems in order that we in America can 
more effectively support our own 
army and the armies of our allies. 

“Of course, any visit to France at 
this time is a pilgrimage to the very 
shrine of heroism and it will be an 
inspiration actually to see great com- 
manders and the armies which have 
so long held the frontiers of freedom 
against all attacks. In America, as 
in France, we have a civilian Secre- 
tary of War, and civil power is su- 
preme. That is one of the character- 
istics of the free institutions which 
we are fighting to maintain. 


Preparations of America. 

“Civil power must bring up the 
supplies of organized industrial re- 
sources and support its armies. In 
America now the dominant thought 
in all minds is war. Industry is or- 
ganized and supplies are beginning 
to be produeed in a satisfactory 
quantity. War materials are ac- 
cumulating and a great army is com- 
pleting its training to join the force 
already here. 

There can be but one result when 
the forces of civilization in . great 
countries like those now allied are 
combined to defend the vital princi- 
ples of liberty. Our President has no- 
bly phrased the spirit in which Amer- 
ica entered the war and his subse- 
quent declaration reflect the feeling 
of the entire country that we are 
committed with all our resources to 
the winning of the war.“ : 


Secretary Baker plunged into his 
work soon after his arrival making 


morning calls on Premier Clemen- 
ceau and Ambassador Sharp. Gen. 
Pershing accompanied him. The 
Secretary was received by President 
Poincaire Monday afternoon. 


Submarine Scare on Ship. 

There was something of a subma-

Secretary Bak- 
er, Gen. Black and officers of the 
ship were having tea when a loud 
report was heard. This was at first 
believed to be the noise of the drop- 
ping of a hatch, but other reports 
followed and.the entire party went 
on deck. It was then learned that 
lookouts on board the cruiser had 
sighted a spar closely regembling a 
submarine periscope sticking out of 
the water and gunners decided to 
fire without taking any chance as 
to the.character of the object. Sec- 
retary Baker saw the American gun- 
ners shatter the spar. 

Shortly before landing Secretary 
Baker saw French dirigibles and a 
large flotilla of hydro-airplanes fly

“It was my first experience of 
the actualities of war and a reve- 
lation of the methods inaugurat- 
ed by an enemy who wages the 
same war against women and 
children as against soldiers. 

“Tf his objects are to damage 
property the results are trifling 
when compared with his efforts. 
If his objects are to weaken the 
people’s morale the reply is given 
by the superb conduct of the peo- 
ple of Paris. 

“Moreover, aerial raids on 
towns which are counterpart of 
the pitiless submarine war and 
the attacks against American 
rights are the very explanation 
of the reason why America en- 
tered the war. We are sending 
our soldiers to Europe to fight 
until the world is delivered from 
these horrors.”’ : 

Secretary Baker was in confer- 
ence with Gen. Tasker H. Bliss 
in a hotel suite when the air 
alarm was sounded. Secretary 
Baker was not perturbed by the: 
noise of the firemen’s sirens 
or the barrage of the anti-air- 
craft guns, but the hotel man- 
agement, fearing for the safety 
of the secretary, persuaded them 
to descend to a place of shelter 
in the wine cellar. Baker and 
Gen. Bliss continued their con- 
ference in the cellar, where they 
were joined by Major-General 
William M. Black.

Baker’s letter follows:

It will be of importance 
if | can give comforting assurances 
as the result of an actual visit to the 
camps, and it may be that I can sug- 
gest betterments as the result of our 
experience here, where great en- 
campments have been built up and a 
most wholesome and helpful environ- 
ment provided, with co-operation of 
all the helpful and sympathetic 
agencies which the people of the 
country have placed at our disposal. 
“The various reorganizations in the 
War Department have progressed 


proceed uninterruptedly with their 
task and I can with more comfort 


earlier time be absent for a brief 
time. I am writing, therefore, to 
ask your consent to my absence long 
enough to pay a hurried visit to 
France for such an inspection trip 
as I have herein outlined. My plans 
would carry me to France and would 
include a thorough inspection of our 
ports, lines of transportation and 
communication and camps, with a 
brief visit to Paris and London. 
. ‘Respectfully yours, 
“NEWTON D. BAKER.” 
Reply of President. 
The President replied: 
“My Dear Mr. Secretary: 
I have your letter of Feb. 20 and 
concur in your judgment that Gen. 
Pershing's repeated requests that you 
should visit our expeditionary forces 
in France should be complied with. 
I believe that it will add to the 
morale, not only of our forces there, 


but of our forces here, to feel that

EDITOR 1S ACCUSED 
UNDER ESPIONAGE ALT 


John W. Roberts of Salem, Mo., 
Charged With Mailing Se- 
ditious Matter. 


Violation of the espionage act, 
through the publication of articles 
intended to create disloyalty and in- 
subordination in the militery forces 
and to interfere with the draft, is 
charged in a warrant issued yester- 
day by the United States District 
Attorney for the arrest of John W. 
Roberts. editor of the Republican in 
Salem, Dent County. A further 
charge in the information is ths 
sending of seditious matter through 
the mails. 

The charge is based on an edi- 
torial which appeared in Roberts’ 
paper Feb. 21, commenting vpon a 
news story of soldiers who had been 
home on a furlough. Roberts’ paper 
said editorially: 

“There is a look in the faces of 
these boys not there when they 
roamed like free Americans at home, 
but it is a look of resignation to fate 
und utter helplessness for the future. 
They know they are menacled and 
Shackled and marked for slaugh- 
ter. They feel that a protest from 
the mouth is futile, so it works from 
the heart and in due time is reflect- 
ed in the face.“

It was announced today that the 
Jobst-Walbridge Construction Co. of 
Chicago, which has the contract for 
the building of an outlet sewer sys- 
tem for Granite City at a contract 
price of $384,000, and which has one- 
third completed its task in more than 
a year’s work, has decided to aban- 


don the job, and intends to sue the 
municipality for the loss it has suf- 
fered in trying to fulfill the contract. 

Continual labor difficulties, inter- 
ference and violence, and failure to 
obtain sufficient protection from the 
Granite City police, who are under 
the direction of a Socialist city. ad- 
ministration, are the causes given for 
the company’s decision. Edward W. 
Hilker, a Granite City business man, 
who has been a subcontractor on the 
sewer job and the local representa- 
tive of the firm, made the announce- 
ment to a Post-Dispatch reporter. 

Mecting With Sub-Contractors. 

Hilker said the heads of the firm, 
John T. Walbridge and J. J. Jobst of 
Chicago, met the sub-contractors at 
the Missouri Athletic Association in 
St. Louis yesterday, and informed 
them of their decision. The situation 
was also discussed at a business 
men’s dinner in Granite City Friday 
evening, and several of those present 
spoke in criticism of the city admin- 
istration. Suggestions of legal action 
against the city administration were 
made by some of the business men. 
\The first trouble experienced by 
the contractors, in the sewer job, 
was with the teamsters’ union, whose 
members refused to work with non- 
union laborers. Nonunion teamsters 
were later put to work, and the 
unlons thereafter picketed the place. 

Shots Fired in Fight. 

In one of the conflicts between the 
pickets and the laborers and bosses, 
Hilker was beaten severely. Eleven 
men were indicted on charges of as- 
sault, and these cases are still pend- 
ing.

Mrs. Helen Herzog Testifies She 
Was Put Out in Cold by 
Husband. 


Mrs. Helen H. Herzog, former 
wife of Herbert Kaufman, the mag- 
azine writer, who finished her testi- 
mony today in Judge Taylor’s court 
at the trial of her divorce suit 
against Fred J. Herzog, treas- 
urer of a wholesale dry goods 
establishment here, said that she 
kept a smile on her face until the 
night before she and Herzog sepa- 
rated, notwithstanding that he had 
“extinguished her soul” with his 
conduct. 

They were married in New York 
in November, 1916, less than a 
month after they had become ac- 
quainted. They separated last 
March, when they were living at the 
Buckingham Hotel, to which they 
moved from the home of his parents 
at 4251 Lindell boulevard. 

Mrs. Herzog testified that the 

ight before {hey separated they ha d 
a quarrel in their rooms at the 
Buckingham and that Herzog com- 
pared her unfavorably with his first 
wife, saymg the latter was econom- 
ical. The plaintiff retorted to this, 
and Herzog warned her to refrain 
from mentioning his former wife. 
„J will mention this fact: Your first 
wife was a martyr and so am I,” 
Mrs. Herzog said she replied. This 
infuriated her husband, she said, 
and he began threatening her. She 
finally telephoned police headquar- 
ters and said if anything happened 
to her during the night her hus- 
The next 
day they separated. 

Denies She Was Extravagant. 

Mrs. Herzog, on cross-examination, 
denied that she was extravagant. She 
said that when they were looking for 
apartments she selected one for $35 
a month instead of choosing one at 
higher rent, although she had been 
accustomed to paying $8000 a year 


However, Herzog did not sign a lease 
for any, she said. She was asked 
what her husband thcught of the $35 
apartment, and she answered she 
thought it was about in conformity 
with his desire to spend money but 
was out of line with his desire for 
position. 
Put Out in the Cold. 

Mrs. Herzog had toid on direct ex- 
amination of being put out of the 
home of her husband’s parents when 
the temperature was 10 below zero. 
Her husband’s attorney cross-exam- 
ined her in regard to this point in an 
effort to show that the weather was 
not as cold as she said it was. “If 
you have official record of the ther- 
mometer on that date I am not pre- 
pared to dispute you,” said Mrs. Her-

Deposition Introduced.

Complainants Say He Collected 
Money in Advance for Publica- 
tions They Have Never Seen. 
The Rev. William E. Rutledge, 50 
years old, of Kirkwood,. who oper- 
ates the Co-operative Publishing Co., 
was arrested today by a United States 
Marshal on an indictment charging 
him with using the maifis to de- 
fraud. It is Alleged that he col- 
lected money in advance from 15 
Protestant ministers for subscrip- 
tions to The Preachers’ Library,” a 
supposed monthly publication, 
which, the complainants say, they 

never have seen. 

Rutledge, who says he is a Protes- 
tant minister, publishes religious 
tracts. A fraud order was issued 
against him in 1912 under similar 
circumstances, but was revoked 
when he made restitution. | 

The present indietment was re- 
turned by the January grand jury, 
but his arrest was deferred while 
officers tried to locate his printing 
plant. It is believed to be in an- 
other suburban town. He has been 
issuing publications since 1908. 

The complainants say that Rut- 
ledge promised them a year’s sub- 
scription, with back numbers for 10 
months, for $1 each. Rutledge was 
arrested at his home, and was held 
several hours before he furnished 
$1000 bond.

JAMES A. GARFIELD’S 
WIDOW DIES IN WEST 


Was Nearly 86 and Had Been lll 
Recently, Developing Pneu- 
monia Sunday Night. 


LOS ANGELES, Cal. March 13 
(By A. P.).—Mrs. Lucretia Rudolph 
Garfield, widow of James A. Gar- 
field, twentieth President of the 
United States, died at her winter 
home in South Pasadena early today. 
Mrs. Garfield would have been 86 
years old April 10. She had been ill 
recently. Pneumonia developed Sun- 
day night and she died at 4:30 
o’clock this morning. 

Mps. Garfield left five children and 
16 ndchildren. The children are 
Dr: Harry A. Garfield, president of 
Williams College and now National 
Fuel Administrator; James R. Gar- 
field, formerly Secretary to the Inte- 
rior in President Roosevelt's Cabi- 


ving Garfield, an attorney of Boston, 
and Abram Garfield, an architect of 
Cleveland. 

Met Husband When Student. 

Mrs. Garfield, the daughter of a 
farmer, was born in Hiram, Portage 
County, O., 1832. Her maiden 
name was Lucretia Rudolph. . She 
first met her husband when both 
were students in Hiram, and they 
were married in 1858 in Hudson, O 

It has been sad that the nation 
never knew Mrs. Garfield as it has 
the wives of other Presidents. Even 
when her husband was in the White 
House, she never cared for society, 
and was rarely seen except on the 
occasions when she presided over of- 
ficial functions. This was partly due 
to the fact, however, that she was 
in ill health. She was ill and away 
from Washington when her husband 
was shot; in fact, he was on his way 
to join her when struck down by 
Guiteau in the railroad station in 
Washington. 

Upon the death of the former 
President’ it was revealed that his 
estate was valued at less than 8258, 
000. He also carried insurance of 
350,000, but in addition to this there 
was raised for the widow by popular 
subscription sums aggregating $383,- 
000. This was placed in the hands 
of the late Cyrus W. Field for invest- 
ment in bonds, which provided the 
'widow with a comfortable income for 
the rest of her life. Indeed, the es- 
tate grew to such proportions that it 
was said a number of years ago that 
Mrs. Garfield was worth consider- 
ably more than $1,000,000. 

Known for Her Generosity. 

After her husband's death Mrs. 
Garfield, who always had been at- 
tached to Washington, made it her 
winter home for Miany years. In the 
spring and summer she passed her 
time at the Garfield home in Mentor, 
a suburb of Cleveland. She was

ILLEGAL, SOME CONTEND 


Proponents Say Action Would Be 
as Valid as Some of Other 
Expenditures Made. 


Members of the Board of Educa- 
tion argued for nearly an hour at 
their meeting last night on @ resolu- 
tion introduced by Christopher W. 


Johnson, providing for the payment 
by the board of a fine imposed by the 
Criminal Court of Correction against 
J. Stanley Nants, former principal of 
the Garfield School, who was convict- 
ed of too severely whipping a pupil 
Charles Melcher, 14 years old, of 
2926 Texas avenue. It finally was de- 
cided to postpone action until the 
next board meeting. 

The resolution provided for the 
payment of all costs in the case, in- 
cluding those in appealing from the 
verdict; amounting to about 3110. 

Members Evenly Divided. 

Six members of the board support- 
ed the resolution and six opposed it. 
Those opposing it said they did so 
chiefly because John M. Goodwin. 
the boards' attorney, had advised 
them that the board had no legal 
right to.pay.the amount. 

Johnson, in favoring the resolu- 
tion, said that the board was mor- 
ally obligated to pay Nants’ fine

and costs, as the case had been ap- 
pealed to test the strength of the 
board's rules. 

“Perhaps we have no legal au- 
thority to pay this sum,” he said, 
“but I want to call the attention 
of you gentlemen to the fact that 
money has been expended by this 
board on other occasions for which 
there was no legal aut host. 

“This is a big institution and 
should ‘be conducted on a business 
basis. We should not be bound by 
such legal restrictions. We should 
be liberal and generous. I warn you 
gentlemen that if this ruling is to 
defeat this proposition you will find 
that in future you will be stopped 
by it in many other instances. It is 
a petty matter.’ 

Assails the Opposition. 

Ben P. Stromberg, former presi- 
dent of the board, supported John- 
son's argument. The discussion de- 
eame heated. Jumping to his feet 
as Johnson took his seat, Stromberg, 
shaking a finger at the members who 
opposed the adoption of the resolu- 
tion, declared: 

“If you carry this discussion much 
further we may bring up the men- 
tion of other things this board has 
done that were not legal.“ 

There were several calls from the 
opponents of the resolution of Bring 
them out!“ 

Johnson again took the floor and 
declared the board had es much 


right to pay the Nants bill as it had 


to pass a resolution for the payment 
of teachers’ salaries who were kept 
from their schools during the street 
ear strike, which it had done earlier 
in the evening. Three ballots were 
‘aken on the proposition and when 
each resulted in a tie vote the sub- 
ject was passed to the next meeting. 


Provisions for Drafted Men. 


The recommendations of Supt. 
Withers for the rearrangement of 
classes in manual training in the 
high schools, to permit them to fin- 
ish their courses during the school 
year and give over the classrooms 
and workshops for the training of 
men in the draft early in April, if 
the Government. requires the use of 
them then, were adopted by the 
Loard. 

The work of the regular classes in 
the schools, as a consequence, will 
be doubled in these studies, the pu- 
pils being required to do extra work 
in special classes in the morning and 
afternoon, before and after the reg- 
ular school period. Instruction will 
begin for some of the classes at 7:30 
a. m. and will continue as late as 
5 p. m. 

Teachers will be paid for the extra 
work entailed at the rate of one-sev- 
enth of their regular salary for each 
extra 45-minute period. The total 


cost of the extra instruction will be 


about $3500. 

The classes of selective draft stu- 
dents will be instructed by teachers 
regularly employed in the schools, 
who will be patd by the Government. 

New Playground Nanied. 

An appropriation of $2500 was 
voted by the board for clearing and 
grading the site of the old Kenrick 
Seminary, Nineteenth street and Cass 
avenue, which willl be equipped and 
maintained by the city as a play. 
ground. 

A resolution was passed naming 
the proposed playground the Rich- 
ard Murphy Recreation Site, in hon- 
or of the president of the board. The 
site is to be used at a later date for 
the erection of a junior high school.

Major-General Mann commanded 

the “Rainbow Division” when it went 
to France, but later was relieved of 
that command and returned to this 
country. 
All division commanders whose 
camps are in this vicinity are now 
being examined in Washington and 
the process will be extended to other 
divisional commanders as soon as 
possible, including those now on in- 
spection tours in France. Major- 
General Leonard Wood, now in 
France, where he recently was 
wounded in the arm by an explosion, 
will be examined upon his return to 
the United States. 

While the new duties to which the 
four divisional commanders are to 
be assigned have not been deter- 
mined, it is known that they will be 
given service in training new troops 
that are to go to France.

The Post-Dispatch suggests and urges as a sup- 
plementary agency to initiate conciliation and 
arbitration, to bring about conferences to this 
end and to co-operate with Government agents, 
the creation of a local conciliation committee.

“real value” is equally binding on both. The 
State Tax Commission, which is in session all 
the year round, is merely a helpful agency in car- 
rying this intent in effect. 

It is made the duty of the State Auditor to 
lay before the equalizers abstracts showing the 
taxable property in the various counties and also 
the price at which actual transfers of real estate 
have been made in those counties. The statutory 
rules laid down for their ‘guidance authorize the 
equalizers to change the ‘valuation of property 
under two conditions. 

First, to the valuation of each class of property 
in each county which it believes to be “valued 
below its real value in money,” it can add enough 
to increase the same in each case to its true 
value.“ 

Second, from the valuation of each class of 
property in each county which it believes to be 
“valued above its real value in money” it can 
deduct enough to “reduce the same in each case 
to its true value.” 
We are told that the equalizers threaten to 
make their task this year largely one of deduc- 
tion. 

Through the labors of the Tad Commissioners 
assessments in the great majority of the counties 
have been lifted to “real value.“ Why should the 
equalizers engage in a sweeping work of indis- 
criminate reductions? 
for so doing? What excuse can they offer for 
running counter to the law? If a very few coun- 
ties have not shown the expected results in real 
value assessments, the equalizers can add to their 
assessments.

GERMAN-AMERICAN ALLIANCE ACTIVITIES 
The showing on behalf of the German-Amer- 
ican Alliance before the Senate investigating | 
committee has not greatly helped that organiza- | 
tion in its fight to retain its national charter. | 
On the contrary, a great deal of damaging testi- 
mony, tending to convict the society of out and | 
out anti-Americanism, has been developed. 

It has been shown that the greater part of $800,- 
000 collected by it in this country fell into the | 
hands of Dr. Dernberg, head of the pro-German | 
propaganda system. Its treasurer has admitted | 
that while it sent $16,000 to German and Austrian | 
war sufferers before our entrance into the war, 
that he received nothing from it for the Amer- 
ican Red Cross after the United States joined | 
Germany's avowed enemies. | 
Formed ostensibly for the purpose of encourag- 
ing the study of German language and literature 
in this country, the alliance seems for many years 
to have engaged principally in the business of 
fighting prohibition. To do this it has partici-| 
pated actively in the political affairs of many 
states. In fact it has become a sort of political 
party in itself. Judging from the progress of 
events in the last few months, it was not a very 
successful political party, but that is outside the 
question. The truth is that it has been used as 
a tool both for German propaganda and for at- 
fording a balance of political control in this na- 
tion's affairs. Either of these things ought to be 
sufficient to condemn the society as it is now con- 
stituted. 

It is impossible to imagine that the alliance 
could have been so exploited without the know}- 
edge and consent of its leaders, however innocent 
of intentional wrongdoing the great -mass of its 
members may have been. If it is to be destroyed, 
those who perverted it from its original purposes 
have themselves alone to blame.

Tannenberg had more readers and a greater following, although he, 
of course, expresses only the aspirations of the Pan Germans. But he pre 
sents concrete positions which any one can understand. 

For instance, the German merchant, looking at Tannenberg s book and 
seeing the map of South America colored with almost universal German 
domination, smiles and approves, for he thinks German trade will swallow 
that rich continent and clever German laws and regulations will exclude the 


imports of all other nations. 

In some aspects Tannenberg fore- 
saw what is happening today when 
he says, The Finns have been walt- 
ing a long time to detach themselves 
from the great Russians, their hered- 
itary enemies.” 

But in the main, in his sketch of 
the war to which he looked, forward, 
he failed to predict accurately the 
attitude of the world. His predic- 
tions represent many of the dead 
hopes of the Pan-Germans, those 
Germans who believe it is the right 
and duty of Germany to conquer all. 

Prophesying war between Ger- 
many on one side and France and 
Russia on the other, Tannenberg be- 
lieved that more confusion and re- 
sistance to war than actually oc- 
curred would come in Bohemia and 
Poland following the order for mobi- 
lization in the Slav parts of the Aus- 
tro-Hungarian empire. 
enly wrote also that Japan would de- 
clare war on Russia, a belief shared 
by the torchlight paraders of Berlin 
in August, 1914. 

Tannenberg thought Italy would 
declare war on France.

| What a Mother 
Should Know 


FEW simple rules for feeding 

children are laid down by Jes- 

samine Chapman Williams in 
Good Housekeeping, as follows: 
“If children are allowed to . eat 
when overtired, indigestion results. 
Thirstiness is often mistaken for 
hunger. Four meals a day are feed- 
ed until the child is 5 years old. But 
see, also, that he drinks plenty of 
water. 

“If the children refuse plain tread 
and milk between meals, give them 
nothing. They are evidently not 
hungry. 

“There is often too great variety of 
food in the child's diet. He is hap- 
pier with less choice. 

“It is a serious offense to offer a 
child, for whom you are not respon- 
sible, food of any description. You 
may seriously upset him. 

“Allow plenty of time for the 
child to eat. If he plays with his 
food, remove it, for he doesn’t want 
it. Offer him no food until the nex 
meal. ‘ 
Do not force a child to eat. If he 
is not hungry, do not try to — 
his appetite by offering sweets er 
simple food is refused. 

Teach him to chew his food thor- 
oughly. 


‘Laugh and grow fat' applies to chi- 
dren as well as adults. - 

“Do no give children highly sea- 
soned food. This is avoided by tak- 
ing out the child's portion before eea- 
soning the dish for the family. 

“It is far better to give the child 
his meal apart from the family. 
when you may take time to train him 
in good eating habits. 

The value of milk cannot be over- 
ostimated; use of oatmeal, hominy 
and cornmeal, as the chief source of 
energy. is always wise; little or no 
meat is necessary until a child, is 6 
years old; little or no sugar is need- 
ed, if the child has the proper 
fruits.” 


“Keep the child happy at meals.
